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Fashion and the Game of Poker. 


There is nothing new in the assertion 


that fashion is n social despot which ex- 
ercises unrestrained power over its sub- 
jects, whatever form it may assume. 
But a now and curious illmtration of it 
is to be found in the recent very general 
introduction into city social circles of 
the enlivening and peculiarly American 
game of "poker." It h not very long 
since poker was placed on a level with 
faro roulette, bunko, keno, and the 
other snares that beset the unsophisti- 
cated Grander who visits che town. It 
was referred to, if at all, in polite soci- 
ety with a contemptuous curl of the lip, 
an deration of the eyebrows, and 
the most vehement denunciation of lan- 
guage. "If was associated with the bar- 
room loafers, and thought of as one of 
the amusements of the lower classes. 
There \vas a time, it is true, when it at- 
tained a sort of delegated respectability 
in "Washington by the devotion of a 
large number of Congressmen to Us ex- 
citement r.nd pleasures. We remember 
hearing a story related of one of the 
most prominent statesman of a former 
generation which define the status of 
poker at that time. This gentleman was 
especially enamored of the game, and 
his wife was once asked if she did not 
feel very badly because her husband 
stayed out late of night and played 
poksr. "No," she replied philosophi- 
cally, "he never loses." But all hus- 
bands are not equally fortunate, and, at 
tho best, poker was regarded in good 
society, as one of the most dangerous 
devices for keeping husbands away from 
home at night, and for shortening the 
allowance of pin-money. 
It is notable, therefore, that, within 
the last few months, poker has received 
a certain social recognition. We chron- 
icle it not for the purpose of encourag- 
ing it—for we deprecate alike a devotion 
to polcer and a devotion to fashion—but 
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simply as n curious and remarkable in- 
stance of fashion's power. It is a fact 
that, in social circles which cannot be 
denied the possession of wealth, some 
cultivation, a great deal of fashion, and 
perfect respectability, the game of poker 
is to-day a common occurrence. It is a 
fact that it many receptions, tea-parties, 
"kettle-drums," anj other special en- 
tertainments nowadays, a room is set 
aside not merely for carcl.s but for poker. 
Many of the handsomest residences of 
this city, where soiao of the handsomest 
entertainments are given, contain a set 
of poker-chips, which are set out aa 
much a matter of course as cards. The 
game which nsed to be the special 
allurement of husbands and the bane 
of marrif d life is no\v an amusement for 
the ladies as well as the gentlemen, with 
special advantages on their part for 
"owing up." We have no doubt that 
there are as many ladies to-day in favor 
of a statute providing a penalty for 
drawing one card to "threes" as there 
are in Kentucky, where such a statute 
was iirst proposed. We do not go 
BO fur as to say that no fashion- 
able household is now complete with- 
out a set of poker-chips, and no social 
entertainment a success where the game 
is tabooed; but we do say that it is no 
unusual thing, as it would have been a 
year ago, to find the game of poker 
played at large social entertainments, 
that the chips are spread out on parlor 
tables at houses where it would least be 
expected, and that ladies lend the grace 
of their presence with considerable tact 
and perfect familiarity with the slang 
phrases incident to the game. We pre- 
sume that the progress of poker in po- 
'lit« cirdes is not peculiar to Chicago, 
but that the same phenomenon has Tx>en 
noticed in other cities. 


We cannot help thinking that fashion 


is responsible for the social countenance 
•which poker has received of iate. We 
have an idea that it may be traced di- 
rectly to the notoriety attained by Gen. 
Sehenck's pamphlet. After our Minis- 
ter to the Court of St. James had been 
roundly abused for writing an essay on 
the game of poker, with rules for play- 
ing it, the fact came out that the treaiiK 
was orepared for private circulation, and, 
at t£e special request of some tilled; 
ladies. It is a very common thing in 
English society to play whist for a small 
stale, and many ladies are as much given 
to it as the ge'ntlemcn. Gen. Schenck 
introduced poker into thene circles 
as an improvement on the silent 
and slow-going game. 
It seems to 


have been appreciated, and he was 
r«ep«ctfully requested to write out the 
rul«3 ol the game as a means to its more 
general introduction. 
He complied, 


The rules were printed for private circu- 
lation, but soon found their way into 
the newspaners. In thia manner the 
roles themselves, and the circumstances 
which produced them, attained a wide- 
spread notoriety, and the game of poker 
soon attained a social recognition which 
had previously been denied it. Ameri- 
can society began to discover that it was 
n*t tonsidered outre to play for '-small 
Btakaa"in English society. Itwusaia- 
oowred at the name time that eren the 
English recognized poker as more fasci- 
nating than whist for this purpose. The 
result was Us adoption in many house- 
holds where it was formerly excluded, 
and the practice "has spread with a rapid- 
ity which fashion alone can achieve. 


We do not propose to discuss the mor- 


alities or propiieties of this new mania. 
In the abstract, poker, like all games of 
chance, i* utterly bad, and it is the 
more demoralizing perhaps on account 
of its peculiar fascinations. But wheth- 
er its transfer from the saloons to the 
salon from tie back-room to the parlor; 
from gentlemen alone to a mixed com- 
pany of ladies and gentlemen—whether 
thia change will tend most to diminish 
the evils of poker or demoralize society 
. 4o a greater extent-Is » matter to be de 
tenmned by those who have the latest 
fashion thus squarely presented to them.

tion, the Bulletin wssput to its mettle to 
to devise a wayout of the dilemna. 
The 


result of said election wns a grievous 
disappointment, for otherwise the ways 
of the "Independents" of this State 
would have been comparative peace and 
pleasantness. That paper, compelled to 
make some allusion to the situation, 
perpetrated its editorial entitled "A 
Hearing for State Issues," and then set 
about hatching up a programme to 
bridge the New Hampshire chasm.

Wo refer to that for Governor and other 
officers—not Congressmen—the election 
for which takes place next Fall. Tlic 
present Governor Allen is a candidate 
for re-election, and also for President in 
18VC, and Ben. Wade is to be pitted 
against himty the Republicans for the 
Governorship. That tae result of this 
campaign will have a direct and signifi- 
cant bearing upon the Presidential elec- 
tion, and it is the duty of the Republi- 
cans of California to send » September 
greeting to those of Ohio, who vote the 
month following. That State is central 
and commanding; in foot, it will afford 
a so-called " straw " of the greatest im- 
portance. 


But this is not yet the key to the Sul- 


lelin's "calm," etc. Iks article was but 
a foreshadowing of the lengthy procla- 
mation that appeared in its columns last 
night, the whole aim of which is to 
break up the Republican party note, by 
giving the State to the Democracy; at 
least defeat the Congressional part of 
the Republican ticket. The Cull let the 
cat out of the bag yesterday morning, 
when speaking of a probable failure to 
elect a President by the people in '76.

that the Democrats need either New Hampshire, 
Connecticut, or California to go iuto the House 
with any safety. 


There you see a figuring of the great- 


est possible significance to the Republi- 
can party. The first port of the snaky 
programme, is to secure the neces- 
sary majority in Congress to elect 
a President, in case there be no 
choice by the people. But by all means, 
belittle the importance of every election 
this year that in any manner will bear 
on those of next. That is the true in- 
terpretation of the "Calm in National 
Politics," and hence tho nest of ser- 
pents collected around the liulldin office 
have concocted n scheme for hoodwink- 
ing the people into giving away the Re- 
publican organization. They will cry 
corruption, monopoly, etc., themselves 
as corrupt and as monopoly created 
and supported as any or all other papers, 
persons or organizations in California. 


It seems to us, that it behooves the 


Republican party of California to buckle 
on their armor and make a more judi- 
cious and vigorous campaign than was 
ever known in the history of the organi- 
zation in this State. The country at 
large demands it first, and the good 
government of the State requires it. 


We have from time to time cautioned
